2. The five American prisoners released by the Pathet Lao on 
17 August have reported the presence of North Vietnamese forces 
in Laos. Grant Wolfkill, NBC cameraman-correspondent, has 
described his own personal experiences with North Vietnamese troops 
and has estimated that 10, 000 North Vietnamese were in Laos— a guess, 
incidentally, quite close to our own estimates of bstween 9, 000 and 
10 , 000 .
